tant goods at the lowest levels since 
the pre-war period. 


The outstanding feature of the 
past week has been the wide distri- 
bution of. and the increase m dam- 
age reported to the leading crops 
bv the continued dry weather, ac- 
cording to the survey 
made near 


the week-end by Bradstreet's 
Both 


wholcsa'** ani retail trade and in- 
dustry have quieted down in the 
sections covered fay jjiis survey. 


Optimistic Forecasts. 


Directors of the United States 


Steel corporation this week made 
definite and positive forecails of an 
upturn in business during the lat- 
ter months of the year. While this 
was extremely encouraging to those 
who have been looking on the 


1 bright side of things, it was not sub- 


stantiated by reports from other 
authoritative 
sources. 
The Iron 


Age, for example, stated that the 
activity -s at its lowest ebb among 
manufacturers of the steel goods for 
the ultimate consumer, which, of 
course, includes the automobile and 
building construction in dustnes. It 
was even suggested that the shut- 
down in automobile manufacturing 
might be extended another week, 
but this is entirely refuted by the 
heads of the well known companies 


Demand for coarse cotton goods 
was light and scattered, this being 
characteristic of the whole textile 
industry at this time. Owing to the 
sharp decline in raw cotton, buyers 
have shown little interest, confin- 
ing their purchases m most in- 
stances to small quantities for cur- 
rent or nearby requirements.

Mayor Says. 


Love Urges Measure As

obsolete. Issues Statement. 


The mayor's statement is as fol- 


lows: 


"From present indications, 
the 


unemployment situation will be a 
very serious problem during 
the 


coming winter. It 15 a problem we 
cannot escape. We must either fur- 
nish employment to a large number 
of ment or else we must support 
them and their families, by outright 
contributions. The men will be will- 
ing and anxious to work 
If there 


is no work, the community cannot, 
and will not, permit them and their 
families to suffer. 


"The citizens of Lincoln have an 


opportunity largely to take care of 
this coming situation by approving 
at the election, August 12, the pro- 
posed storm sewer levy of $50,000 
per year. Storm sewers can be most 
economically built during the win- 
ter months, as frost causes less 
damage and delav than heavy rains. 
Therefore, if the storm sewer propo- 
sition carries, it will furnish $50,000 
—to be expended for labor Surmg 
the coming winter months. 


•If we cannot do this, then the 


community must furnish $50,000, or 
more through the community chest, 
or otherwise, a part of it by taxa- 
tion, to carry these same people 
through the winter. Would it not 
be very much beter to expend the 


money lor storm sewers, and have a 
nvich needed permanent improve- 
ment that would benefit the city for 
all time? 
"The money spent in building 


sewers will practically nil go to 
labor 
We need, and must have the 


sewers. Labor needs and must huve 
the employment. It Is not a ques- 
tion on the part of the city of 
saving the money. The money will 
have to be fuinlshed anyway. The 
question is, shall we humiliate the 
laborer who is anxious to work for 
his living by so-called charity, and 
get nothing, or shall we give labor 
employment, and get our money's 
worth "in return, a proposition hon- 
orable and profits ble to all con- 
cerned. 
"It Is up to the voters of the city 


to decide now!"

of Maryland. Broussard is now 
chairman and Dennis vice chairman 
of the commission. They will not, 
however, retain those posts in the 
new commission. Mr. Hoover is 
anxious to find new blood to inject 
into the commission at the top. 


The reappointment of Broussard 


probably will result in another con- 
test with the senate, for the demo- 
crats have already served notice 
that he is not acceptable to them. 
Broussard is a close friend of Sen- 
ator Smoot, republican, Utah, by 
whose influence he obtained his 
original appointment. His opponents 
have charged that he was "planted" 
on the board originally to take care 
of sugar interests. 


Hoover In Quandary. 


As for the rest of the commission, 


President Hoover apparently is in a 
quandary. He is anxious to com- 
plete the 
commission before he 


starts westward on his vacation 
early this month so that it can get 
to functioning. Under the law, he 
must make the appointments by 
September 17, that date marking 
the expiration of the ninety-day pe- 
riod allowed for the reorganization. 


There are plenty of candidates 


for the posts, which pay $10,000 a 
year each. But the difficulty has 
been and is that the type of men 
the president dseires will not accept 
the positions. He has offered them 
to a number of economists and suc- 
cessful business executives, only to 
have them turned down.

— (U. P.)— Russia's regulation "of 
outgoing news is "frank and fair 
as censorshiDs go," Karl A. Bickel 
president of the United Press as- 
sociation, saiC in an address today 
before the Institute of Politics 


His talk, on 'the subject "News 
irom Russia," emphasized ths dif- 
ficulty of gathering news in a 
country 
10,000 miles long, 5,000 


miles wide with 182 nationalities 
that speak 149 different tongues. 


"The world gets the vast bulk of 


its soviet news, "Bickle said, "from 
American 
newspaper 
correspond- 
ents located in Moscow one em- 
ployed either by American press 
associations or American newspa- 
pers. American news agencies, such 
as the United Press, Associated 
Press and International News Serv- 
ice, all maintain staff correspond- 
ents in Russia and not only supply 
American newspapers with Russian j 
news, but distribute it al». over the ' 
world. 


"All peacetime censorships 
are 


bad," Bickel declared, "and always 
defeat their own end, but as cen- 
sorships. go the Russian news cen- 
sorship is frank and fair. 
There 


is no secret censorship and no tam- 
pering by 'a correspondent is not 
deleted unless the correspondent is 
advised and given a chance to be 
heard on the subject, 
presenting 


his facts in support of any state- 
ment which the censor objects. Fre- 
quently the censor after hearing the 
correspondent permits the 
ques- 
tioned material to pass."

Public WorKs Program 


Keeps Europeans 


Contented. 


Poor, downtrodden, war-emaciat- 


ed France—as -ve have been led to 
picture her—is both prosperous and 
happy. This is the news 
brought 


back to Lincoln by M. Weil, 
who 


with Mrs. Weil returned Friday alter 
a two months trip through France, 
Germany and Switzerland. Germ- 
any, he found Is pessimistic as it 
labors under its heavy tax burden. 


Mr. Weil was enthusiastic in his 
contrast of present continental con- 
ditions with those he saw on his last 
over-sea tour five years ago. 


An European tour for Mr. Weil 


isn't one of the hectic sight-seeing 
affairs which 
the 
average tourist 


takes. He was born in France and 
speaks both French and 
German 


with perfect ease. This ability en- 
abled him to learn first hand what 
the common folk think about things. 
while letters of introduction 
prominent New York friends 


from 
gave 


him access to any business leaders 
on the continent. Thus armed, and 
guided by many French and Ger- 
man relatives, one a sister, he and 
Mrs. 
Weil took a leisurely and com- 


fortable trip during which 
they 


could sense even the subtlest cur- 
rents of the life about. 


"Money is cheap in France," he 


said. "The franc is worth 
only 


about four cents, and the people are 
perfectly content to leave it at that 
level. There is no unemployment to 
speak of. Everybody seems happy." 


He hastened to qualify this, how- 


ever, with an explanation of the 
word "happy" in its European cur- 
rency. 
' Women %fork in Fields. 


"In Europe a family is 'happy' if 


they all have an opportunity to -.cork 
real hard, even long hours, and have 
enough to eat. Everyone, especially 
the women work. Manpower was so 
depleted by the war, that women 
do almost all kinds of work.. It is 
not uncommon to see a woman and 
an ox forming the team that pulls a 
plow. Women till the fields. They 
are in the factories and in business. 


Of course, this applies to Germany 


i too. 


Mr. Weil explained that one 
ot 


I the important factors in making the 
French contented and keeping them 
at work has been the launching ol 
huge public works programs. 
He 


was most enthusiastic about the 
French road system. Hundreds ol 
public buildings have been built and 
the war zone has been completely 
rebuilt, he reported. 


Taxes Heavy in Germany. 


The Teutonic people to the east 


presented a different aspect. "Ger- 
many is pessimistic," Mr. Weil, ex- 
plained. 
"Taxes are heavy, and the popu- 


lation hasn't really adapted itself to 
popular government. 
They 
love 


Hindenburg, but neither he nor the 
other leaders are able enough states- 
men to solve the country's problems. 
Hindenburg himself has said that 
he is willing to step out if someone 
younger can be found to take his 
place! 


"It will take between five 
and 


ten years for Germany to accustom 
itself to self government. The weak- 
ness at present is what gives such 
power to the socialistic party. 


Government Fays ^Unemployed. 


In contrast with France and other 


European 
countries, 
Germany's 


'prices are as high as they are in 
the United States," he observed. 


A great deal of Germany's diffi- 


culty is attributed by Mr. Weil to 
the unemployment but it is no won- 
der. A family whose head has no 
job gets thirty marks a month from 
the government." 


Mr. Weil could offer little encour- 


agement to surplus-burdened Amer- 
ican farmers. "Everywhere I went 
I found wonderful crops." 


At this point ne slipped over into 
European opinions of the United 
States. "Europeans like the Amer- 
icans as a people, but they are los- 
ing confidence in American politics. 
They used to admire Hoover, but 
they have lest faith in his ability. 


"Naturally, much of this criticism 


is due to our high tariffs. They also 
laugh at our farm board. But as 
for the tariff, they are taking that 
seriously. They are growing cotton 
in Egypt, mining copper in Africa 
and milling it in Liverpool, buying 
wheat in the, Argentine, 
building 


more automobiles, etc." 
Bfiand's proposal for a "United 
States of Europe" was one of the 
interesting subjects that Mr. Weil 
discussed on his trip. Both-in Ger- 
many and France he found a gen- 
eral sentiment "in favor of the plan. 


Briand. A Great Man. 
"Briand is Ibked up to everywhere 


as a very great man. Business men 
are inclined to think that the pro- 
gram is a bit impractical, but I be- 
lieve that a commercial league of

until 2 o'clock in the morning the 
whole population marched and sang 
but without the least disturbance 
There wasn't as much disorder as 
at an average American

game. The thing is too serious for 
that sort of thing. This relieves them 
of the very heavy cost of maintain- 
ing French troops.

"Czechoslavakia,"

Mr. Weil, "is picking np fine. Swit- 
zerland is as' wonderful as ' ever, 
and has good business. Austria was 
getting marvelous crops, especially 
strawberries, raspberries and cher- 
ries."

Salvaging Damaged 


Corn As Silage. 


With corn damaged to an extent 


yet uncertain and 
wheat prices 


holding low, the department of ani- 
mnl husbandry at the agricultural 
college is receiving an increasing 
number of queries as to possibilities 
of feeding wheat to hogs. Prof. W. 
J. Loeffel stated Saturday night. 


It is the best thins farmers can 


do to help themselves, in Professor 
Loeffel's 
opinion. Three 
advan- 


tages accrue from the use of wheat 
as a hog feed, he points out. It is 
now a cheap feed; it reduces the 
visible wheat supply, 
and 
thus 


makes oossible a higher price for 
the remainder of the wheat. 


Inquiries On Increase. 


Confident that wheat will be fed 


extensively over the state this year, 
Professor Loeffel points to the num- 
ber 
of 
communications received 


daily asking information of the col- 
lege on methods to be used in 
wheat feeding. From three to ten 
letters a day have been coming in 
lately, he says. 
«. 
The bulk of these are from the 


eastern alf of the state, nerhaps 
even the eastern third, he estimates. 
This is the area where damage to 
corn, usual hog feed, has been most 
severe. Many letters are also com- 
ing from the South Platte region. 


Both Professor Loeffel and Dr. 


F. D. Keim, head of the agronomy 
department, agree that the value of 
damaged corn as silage would not 
be great, but that it' offers some 
possibility for salvage where a crop 
can not be produced. 


Good silage would be valuable, 
Professor Loeffel declared, as indi- 
caions are that there will be a 
shortage of roughage in the state 
this year caused by the hot weather 
and scanty moisture 
which has 


damaged hay production. Corn sil- 
age would permit carrying larger 
quantities of stock, but Professor 
Loeffel points out that with the 
exception of hogs, livestock prices 
are now below the cost of produc- 
tion. He believes wheat feeding ttie 
only material aid the farmer has 
to his present situation. 
Silos Permit Salvaging- Corn. 
In general, corn silage is no 


better than the corn that is put 
into it, accordingto Professor Keim. 
Nevertheless, a silo a year like this 
is a fine thing, he stated, pointing 
out that it would permit some sal- 
vage even though the corn is poor 
for silage .purposes. It 
takes a 


lot of this kind of corn to make 
silage, he says. 
Heavy moisture 


content causes it to go to pieces 
readily. 


Corn in the vicinity of Lincoln 


is probably more seriously damaged 
than anywhere in the state, Dr 
Keim juries from reports from the 
state. He estimates that the corn 
crop in this area is already half 
gone even if n. good rain should be 
received. Replanted corn might do 
somewhat better, he admitted 


Corn retrieves itself splendidly, 


be said Saturday night, . but it is 
really in bad shape here now Much 
of the corn has tasseled out and is 
already well whitened. In the south 
and west corn is not so bad, some 
rain having been received, he says.

There has been some discussion 


among old line republicans who 
are supporting W. M. ,Stebbms for 
senator, in regard to stationing 
watchers at the polls to challenge 
the votes of democrats who ask for 
republican ballots.

game of living customers and snagging gallery dollars. Na- 
turally, it strives to do all that it can to show its gratitude 
towards its best "bread winner." That is as it should be. 
But the pros insist that, while the U. S. G. A. nearly breaks 
its spinal department kowtowing to Bobby, it does little to 
add comfort to the professional talent. 


"It's all true thnt Bobby is the 
star of the open shows — but we are 
parts and parcels of it, too," quoth 
the pros. "If we just should take 
a notion not to participate in one 
of those open tournaments that are 
so highly profhable to the U. S- 
G. A. — well, how would they like 
that?" 
Talk of Pulling: Out. 
The story goes that at the lecent 


open in Minneapolis, Jones was 
given a private mom in the club- 
house at Interlaclun while the rest 
of the contestants drew nothing 
but locker room .ind had to shift 
for themselves, all of which is said 
to have steamed up Walter Hagen, 
Gene Sarazen and other pros with- 
out whom the open would have 
been just an exhibition match by 
Jones. 


There Is much talk of rebellion 


among the pros. They have an or- 
ganization of their own — the Pro- 
fessional Golfers association, with 
more than 2,000 members. Hereto- 
fore they have made no effort to 
ballyhoo their own tournament, be- 
ing willing to permit it to rank 
far back of the National Open and 
the National Amateur. 


But these are days when they

Pros Hold the Key. 


The pros are smart enough to 
realize that, if they passed up the 
National open, the affair

year wouldn't be attractive to ihe 
hoi polloi. That would smack the 
U. S. G. A. in the bankroll depart- 
ment which would in no way please 
the tT. S. G. A.

It 
does not require much experience 
io ^pply a top dressing and the 
costs are little. A brilliant finish 
adds much to the appearance of 
a car. 


Repairing the Sagging Door. 


The best plan to use when 


troubled with a sagging door is to 
install a new set of door hinges or 
to ream the holes in the hinges 
for a larger screw. The old hinges 
become weakened with use. besides. 
the hinge pins become worn and 
the screws or bolts that hold the 
hinge to the door post become 
loose. 
Removing Spots from Upholstery.

It is a good plan 
therefore, to test and tighten these 
bolts once in a while. By pounn 
oil around the joints it is possibl 
to see if there is leakage, as, i 
there is, the oil will be sucked in. 


A brake will become warped, o 
possibly ruined, if water is pourec 
on it when hot. The best plan 
to allow it to cool gradually. 


Opcrating Efficiency of 


Average Car. 
Lubrication is one of the most 
important factors in keeping the 
engine in perfect mining order. In 
the average car. a heavier oil 
should be used afto- 2.000 miles of 
ordinary travel and a still heavier 
oil used after 12.000 miles, and nc'w 
piston rincs should be installed 
after 25.000 miles. When the -»orn 
pisloa rings arc replaced by new 
ones which restore the oncinal 
clearance, the motorist shoulfl again 
use the oil recommended for his 
car when new and then chance 
to heavier grades at additional

Here and There 


SEAWEED FORMS WALL. 


(Houston Post-Dispatch.) 


Along the 110-mile stretch of 


Padre Island, which separates the 
mainland or" South Texas from the 
Gulf of Mexico, seaweed or moss 
has obliterated completely the beach 
from the water's edge to a distance 
of about fifty-four feet inland. The 
wall of seaweed constantly is grow- 
ing more sobd and packed at its 
outer 'edge. This edge is advancing 
slowly against the water as each 
tide results in a greater deposit of 
moss. 


Old residents who have fished 


along this coast for years declare 
that this is the first time they have 
known such a condition to exist on 
the island. Gulf fishermen say that 
moss is deposited on the beach in 
small quantities every spring, but 
never before in such large amounts. 
Strong southerly winds have pre- 
vailed for nearly two months, which 
in conjunction with high tides, is 
believed the cause of this condition. 
The famous beach driveway is im- 
passable, *he spongy, clogging moss 
providing a poor roadway for motor 
cars. No part of the beach proper 
is exposed. 
The moss will remain until the 
water clears and the mass on the 
beach decomposes, to be scattered 
by the Gulf winds or ground into 
the sand by rains. It is estimated 
that tons of iodine, nitrogen and 
other compounds could be taken 
from the mass of seaweed which 
has added twenty-eight miles to the 
length of Padre Island.

Everywhere the increased use of 
the automobile, demand for traf- 
fic relief, for airports, parks and 
new and enlarged business centers 
is requiring enormous transforma- 
tions, particularly in the widening 
of streets laid out for a horse 
dawn era.- 


Major traffic street plans involv- 


ing the expenditure of hundreds of 
millions of dollars have been com- 
pleted in 144 cities, and started in 
64 cities, according to a report of 
the committee on city and regional 
planning of the American institute 
of architects 


Washington, the report says, has 


provided an example in "sprucing 


for the rest of the nation un- 


der the 
leadership of President 


Hoover and Secretary Mellon. 
Future Street Lines. 


"The difficulty with major street 


plans," says the report, which was 
prepared by the chairman of the 
committee, Charles H. Cheney of 
Los Angeles, and made public by 
the president of the institute, Rob- 
ert D. Kohn," is to establish future 
street lines so that new structures 
will not. go up in the path of nec- 
essarv openings and widenings. 


"The splendid New York: state 


law prohibits buildings where the 
official major street plan has been 
officially adopted by the city coun- 
cil. Schenectady has set the pace 
for the country by adoption of its 
complete plan Several other states, 
including California, now provide 
methods for such adoption. 


"St. Louis continues to develop

Experts Are Baffled in Efforts 


To Untangle Chicago Baby Mixup 


(By International Illustrated News> 


CHICAGO. Aug. 2 — A parent's 
Instinct versus the finding of cold, 
impartial science! 


The whole country is anxiously 
•waiting to see which -will triumph 
in Chicago's famous baby mixup in 
•which it is claimed that two boys 
v;ere switched soon after birth. 


When Mr. and Mi.,. Charles Bam- 
berger and Mr. and Mrs. William 
Watkins left the Englewood hos- 
pital on July 9, each with their 
precious bundle of babyhood, each 
couple thought that they had the 
nicest, most wonderful baby in the 
•world, as is the way of all parents 
since the world began. 


But trouble commenced when the 


two couples discovered that identi- 
fication labels of adhesive tape, 
taken from the backs of the in- 
fants, each bore the name of the 
other family. 


Inquiries at the hospital by the 
frantic parents elicited the informa- 
tion that the babies had been bathed 
at the same time, and so it is not 
known whether the children or the 
labels were switched. Each narent 
refused to be reconciled to thcxtect 
that they had their correct off-

One of these is Miss Hannah 
Lee Sherman, who is listed in the 
New York social register. She por- 
trays, of course^, the society girl as 
a bride, in evening clothes and 
other lovely raiment.

One immediate result of the climatic conditions, 


which have reduced crops in most of the agricultural 
states, has been to improve the status of dairying. 
The price of butterfat at Nebraska stations Saturday 
was 5 cents higher than it was four weeks ago. From 
the extreme low of early spring of 24 cents a pound, 
it has advanced to 32 cents, with the prospect of even 
higher prices. 


That is of vital consequence to Nebraska, which 


from a position of relative unimportance, has become 
one of the three leading dairying states in the union.. 
In 1929 and again in 1930 we have produced and will 
produce in excess of 100,000,000 pounds of butter and 
butterfat, bringing more wealth to the 
farms than 


any single grain crop' raised except corn. Dairying 
has given a strength and stability to Nebraska agri- 
culture, with assurances of 
an unbroken, regular 


source of income which could not have otherwise 
been possible. 


The dairy industry is on the fair road to revival. 


The shoals which threatened it a few months ago 
have disappcii'ed. It was a case of overproduction 
which sent prices tumbling to an extreme of 14 cents 
a pound in this state, threatening to destroy that 
which i>ad enabled thousands of farmers to operate 
profitably in spite of unsatisfactory grain prices. On 
the first of June butter in storage in the country was 
greatly In excess of what it was a year ago. During 
June this huge surplus diminished and now on Au- 
gust 1st, the stocks are approximately, what they were 
a year ago. It is to be anticipated that within the 
next few months, there will be a further decrease in 
the surplus, with the result that butterfat prices may 
be expected to advance 2 to 4 cents higher before 
the winter sets in, according to the best authority. 


In Nebraska there is no shortage of feed. 
The first two crops of alfalfa 
-were exceedingly 


heavy, and sweet clover, which has become a crop of 
the first magnitude, yielded excellently. As the -fore- 
most hay raising state in the Union, it should be 
cheering news to Nebraska to know that the wild hay 
crop, aggregating more than 3,000,000 tons, of excel- 
lent quality, was made before drouth and heat in- 
tervened. There is an unlimited amount of forage 
upon the farms. So instead of being compelled to 
ship in high-priced feed, the Nebraska farmer will be 
in a position to maintain his dairy herd and profit 
from advancing prices for butterfat. 


If a smaller crop of corn tends to relieve the glut 


of wheat In North America, If the conditions which 
will cut down corn production stimulates the dairy 
industry, if higher prices for livestock, swine and 
poultry follow, what appears at this time to be a 
misfortune may prove a real blessing. There is no 
state In the union in a better position to "take ad- 
vantage of those possible developments. Nebraska 
farms are stocked with feeder cattle and with hogs. 
This state was the only one in 1929 to show an in- 
crease in the number of head of cattle on feed, whilt 
for the last five years Nebraska has been a heavy 
producer of hogs. The poultry industry has been 
thriving, while the strides made in dairying consti- 
tute the most remarkable agricultural achievement 
recorded within the state. 


The farm situation in Nebraska is not desperate or 


alarming. Because there has been the foresight to 
diversify effort, and because the 1930 yields, with the 
sole exception of corn, have been unusually gratify- 
ing »nd bounteous, this season has the possibilities 
of being far more remunerative than would appear 
possible. It may prove to be exactly the tonic needed 
by -wiping out or reducing the enormous 
surpluses 


•which had taken the profit out of farming. 


CURBING RECKLESSNESS. 


The state of Indiana has a device, which is prov- 


ing an aid to efforts to curb reckless driving. De- 
signed to keep the driver, who has proven himself 
a public menace from the .highways, "the program 
holds possibilities of adaptation in other communities 
for the same purpose. 


A report of every accident is required to be made 


by county sheriffs and forwarded to the state license 
headquarters. There an accurate record is made of 
all drivers whom the sheriffs' reports show to have 
been negligent in their driving. 


No action is taken on a first report of. bad driving 


but on a second, the state strikes heavily. With com- 
plete state records at hand, it has an adequate check. 
Oh the second serious driving offense, the order goes 
out for the recall of the driver's license. 


While the program has the disadvantage of en- 


couraging a further centralization of government, it 
has merits obvious to those who have watched the 
rising toll of automobile accidents. 
Rigid licensing, 


wherever it has been tried, has been effective In re- 
ducing the accident toll. Nebraska does not have a 
rigid licensing system. That is not as serious as the 
fact that little effort has been made to make the 
present system as effective as possible. 


The state administration, the police and other 


officers, and the courts of the state have all alike 
been absurdly weak in their handling of the dr.vers' 
license possibilities in this state. In view of the hor- 
rible casualty list with its train of sorrows to a 
myriad of families and friends, it is discouraging 
to see public officials 
sit supinely in their chairs 


when definite possibilities for constructive service are 
available. The accident toll must be reduced. 


FOOD FOR THE PERSONALITY. 


Lay to it that a nation which produced a Talley- 


rand could be depended upon to solve the perplexing 
problem created by American tourists who were mys- 
tified by the French menus found in the delightful 
restaurants and cafes of Paris. 


Now it is food to "fit your personality." , 
In the ultra-modern restaurants, the bill of fare 


has been' eliminated. The -waiter gives the prospec- 
tive diner a careful scrutiny, -decides what he should 
have and brings him food to "fit his personality." 


After all the innovation will not displease the 


American tourist. After he has lost his temper and 
his appetite in trying to make the waiter understand 
what he wants, it should be a welcome relief to have 
the waiter do without argument or debate what he 
would do anyway. The American tourist may ds- 
pend upon it he will be served with the choicest and 
most expensive viands and wines available. 
It was 


a particularly brilliant stroke of statesmanship which 
produced the happy custom of "food to fit the per- 
sonality." It may be the means of averting grave in- 
ternational misunderstandings in the future. 


- MRS. WALTER JOHNSON. 


Mrs. Walter Johnson was just as much an idol in 


the eyes of the American people as her famous and 
popular husband. The daughter of a former Nevada 
congressman, an outdoor girl who loved athletics, her 
marriage to one of the most loved of all figures in 
American baseball brought her to public attention. 


But it was her devotion to her husband and to her 


children which endeared her to the millions who 
remember Walter Johnson as the greatest pitcher 
baseball has known. First Johnson himself suffered 
a serious breakdown in health, due to the exertion 
and injuries which be sustained in the sport he gave 
so much to. Then their eldest child,' a boy, was 
dangerously injured in an automobile accident, and 
the mother nursed him back to health, although it 
sapped her strength and resulted in her death in- 
directly. She was in truth the model sacrificial moth- 
er and what an inspiration she must have been to 
her husband and to their children!

Tennyson, in his "'In Memoriam,"

and laid the specters of his mind, 
and finally 
achieved 
a stronger 


faith than he had hitherto held. 
There is no space here for reason- 
ings such as might satisfy you, but 
it can be said, briefly, that the his- 
toric fact of Christ is now accepted 
by all reputable historians. 
The 


New Testament narratives clearly 
teach that in a unique sense He 
lived the life of God, revealed the 
personality of God and pointed the 
way to God. 
Can you not accept that life as it 
is portrayed in the gospels, and let 
its vitalizing strength convey you to 
further 
heights? 
If 
you study 
Christ closely, I think you will per- 
ceive that the things He did were 
not preposterous, but the natural 
outflow of His ' divine personality. 
He was so closely allied with His 
Father that what seems extraordi- 
nary to the rest of us was perfectly 
normal for Him. If you can only 
free your mind from its precon- 
ceived views and let that life of 
wonder and graciousness make its 
own impression, you 
may gain a 


personal faith which satisfies your 
intellect and purifies your heart.

ANSWER. 


Behaviorism is the psychological 


theory that all human actions are 
but responses to so many stimuli. 
This 
theory repudiates instinct, 


consciousness, sensation, mind, and 
denies their reality in themselves. 
The Behaviorist 
proposes to ac- 


count, for whatever human behiRS 
dc without the aid of man's spirit- 
ual nature. 


He thinks of the new-born babe 


as an organism possessing a larfrs 
number of "unconditioned reflexes" 
or 
possibilities 
of acting. 
Tho 


problem is to "condition" these re- 
flexes and so control their func- 
tioning:. 
Everything; that happens 


to the child is a part of this con- 
ditioning process, and the mature 
person is nothing more or less than 
the sum total of that process. 


As a result our behavior is simplv 


a 
c^iemico-physical 
reaction 
of 


] which consciousness itself is but a 
higher form, and not a determinant 
or a judge of what we do. 


Criticism of this theory Is found 


in numerous books. Their 
main 


contention is that Behaviorism is 
fatally deficient because It denies 
the reality of mind as an entity dis- 
tinct from matter. In this connec- 
tion read W. B. Pratt's compact 
volume on "Matter and Spirit." 


The theory is rather popular in 


materialistic 
circles, but 
many 


prominent psychologists condemn 
it. It falsely assumes that when a 
process is described there is' noth- 
ing more to be done. Of course to 
show how anything works is not an 
explanation of the thing itself. It 
also ignores the qualitative differ- 
ences in our responses. I suggest 
tath Behaviorism is too easy to be 
true. 
I think we can safely follow the 


advice of Professor McDougall, who 
says that we should "cheerfully go 
on 'assuming that men 
are " what 


they seem to be; namely, purposive, 
intelligent 
agents 
striving 
with 


some success to improve themselves 
and the conditions of their life in 
this strange world."

of the state league of business and 
professional women, sa,id it wasn't 
so much that women should go 
back to the home as it was that 
they couldn't. 
"I don't know a business or pro- 


fessional woman who could give up 
her work no matter how badly she 
might want to."

Duchess Marie of Russia, descend- 
ant of the haughty Romanoffs who 
ruled despotic Russia with iron 
whips for generations, is vainly 
pleading with democratic America 
for citizenship papers. 
The labor department has in- 


formed this blue-blooded daughter 
of the great czars that she must 
fall in line with Polish peasants 
and Slav immigrants and await her 
regular chance to claim the pro- 
tection of the promised land. 
According to the present list of 
Russian applicants, Marie Roman- 
off will iave to wait eight years 
before she may swear allegiance to 
the Stars and Stripes. 
It is a long road from the van- 
ished magnificence of the Roman- 
offs to the humble hard wooden 
benches of Ellis Island, but Grand 
Daehess Iviaiie may be said to have 
traveled it with a dignity and fort- 
itude befitting the descendant of 
noble bluebloods. 
"When the 
czarist government 
crashed about her head like a 
crazy house of cards, Marie was 
doomed to death like the rest of 
her family. She declares she saw 
her first cousin, Nicholas, last of 
the czars, murdered with his wife 
and children. 


This tall, graceful lady, one of

princesses in pre-war Europe, fled

to Paris and' speedily established 
herself as an importer of Russian 
embroidery.

Making her own living was an 


immediate necessity as Marie IjJ 
lost fortune and jewels in her pic-

the soviet government. 
As Marie is held legally dead by

Joseph Stalin, head of the com- 
munists who today rule the nation,

once the hereditary property of the 
despotic Romanoffs, shp was com- 
pelled to enter 
America as a 


"woman without a country." 
Like other non-citizens, she was. 
permitted to stay but half-a-year \ 
and then was forced to return to 
Europe for two months before she 
once more could land on American 
soil. 
Her League of Nations visa may 


be revoked at any time. The Grand 
Duchess declares she loves America 
and that only here may she enjoy 
complete happiness as a business 
woman. 
Unless

makes an exception of her case 
Marie must return to Europe each *• 
six months until the 
treasured 
papers of American citizenship are 
granted her.
